T Is not reneraDy known that there 


l» a irare qoestton as to the 
actnal date of Christ's birth. 


For many centuries we hare 


celebrated Christmas on.-Dec.:25 and 
tare not troubled. onrselres , wltli 
thronological Inquiries, That coorse 
is no doubt reasonable and proper, for 
the churches hare sanctioned It. 


As t matter of fact.-few modem 


taeolocians and ehronoJojlsts ajre* as 
to the date ol the birth «f tie Bartour. 
"What most of them a^ree In. howtrer. 
Is that It did not occur on Dec. 25. 


A point on which there Is still more 


nnanlmlty Is that Chrtst was not born 
m the year whl«h we call 1 A. D. He 


i was born at least tour years earlier. 


The present method of counting the 


years was Introduced by the Roman 


j abbot Dtonyslus Eiigucs In the stith 
1 century and came Into general dse 
two centuries later, during the reljn 
of Charlemagne. He placed the Na- 
tivity on Dec. 2V. 75t A. U. G-L e, 
after the founding of Home. Nearly 
all chronologies agree that be was 
wrong by about four years. Christ 
according to them, was born TOO A. D 
O, or 4 a CL, If not earlier. 


Much evidence 1s offered In support 


of this. According to Ifatthew U, i. 


, Chrtst was born In the days of King 
Herod L or the Great, who died, ac- 
cording to Josephns. at Jericho A. O. a 
750. Just before the Passover. This 
date has been verified by the astro- 
nomical calculations of the eclipse of 
the moon, which took place on March 
13 in the year 750 A. V. O, a few 
days before Uerod's death. 
| Allowing two months or more for 
the events between the birth of Christ 
and the murder of the Innocents by 
Herod, the nativity most be put back 
at least to Febmary or January. 750

j The star which guided the wise men 
has been brought Into service In the 
attempt to fli the birth of Christ with 


; scientific accuracy. Between 1G03 and 
j lew the great astronomer Kepler ob- 
served a eonjunctlon of Jnpiter and 
Saturn, which was made more lumi- 
nous by the addition of Mars In the 
month of March. IBM. In the autumn 
of the same jear te observed near the 
planets Saturn. Jupiter and Mars a 
new fixed star of uncommon brilliancy.
